Converſion of Sinners is the delight 
of his Soul; yet that Juſtice might be executed and 
fully vindicated, God is — if you will not be 


converted, you ſhall be condemned; yet God is 
ſo far your Friend, and againſt your Condemnation, 


as he beſeecheth you to be reconciled, and warns 

you of the great Danger you are in, and ſets before 
vou Life and Death, and deſires you to acceyt of his 
Mercies, and not to damn your own Soul.

2d. The ſecond help is this, attend on the word of 


God, that is the ordinary means to turn ſouls to God; 
be often in hearing, reading and meditating upon the 
holy Scriptures. 

3d. To be frequent in prayer to Gad, confeſs and 


lament before God your former lives; beſeech him to 
pardon what is paſt, and to give you his ſpirit to lead 


Fou into his way; and beg of him to be your guide,
